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VANCOUVER: Largest city in British Columbia and starting 
point of the S.S. “Prince George” cruise to Alaska through 
the scenic Inside Passage.

PRINCE RUPERT: This island city is British Columbia's

most northerly seaport and the western terminus of Cana- 
dian National’s northern line from Jasper, Alberta, and the 
east. This thriving city is an important fishing centre and a 
principal supply port for the lumbering and mining indus- 


tries of B.C. and Alaska. It is the site of CN’s rail car ferry | 


slip. 

KETCHIKAN: The first Alaskan city on the cruise is known 
as the Salmon Capital of the World and is located on Revil- 
lagigedo Island. The port of entry for more than 90 per cent 
of vessels entering Alaskan waters, it is a centre of a large 
fishing, timber and mineral area. Two totem parks, one at 
the picturesque native village of Saxman and the other at 
Mud Bight Totem Park, contain some of the finest totems 
in the world. 

JUNEAU: Rumors of gold attracted Joe Juneau and Rich- 
ard Harris to this area in the 1880's. Today the city of 8,500 
is the seat of government in Alaska and is called America’s 
most scenic capital city. Famed Mendenhall Glacier and 
beautiful Auke Lake are nearby. 

SKAGWAY: This early gold rush city was the starting 
point of the “Trail of '98” and the headquarters of notorious 
“Soapy”’ Smith and his gang. The colorful past is preserved 
in many old buildings now open to the public. The profusion 
of extra-large flowers which bloom in the city has won for 
it the title ‘Flower City of Alaska.” 

WRANGELL: One of the oldest communities in south- 
eastern Alaska, Wrangell was founded on an island at the 
mouth of the Stikine River by the Russian Baron Wrangell 
in 1834. Its thriving industries include sawmills and fish can- 
neries and it is the centre of a trapping and hunting area.
